In Goldberg's fullback spot was 


big Ben Kish, a junior and heav- 
iest hall carrier on Jock Suther- 
land's squad, while at right tackle 
Thaddeus Konetsky was slated to 
get- the nod over Walter Raskow- 
ski, another veteran. 


Pittsburgh, with 
six victories 


and only a loss to Carnegie Tech a 
week ago, was a heavy favorite to 
romp over the Cornhuskers, who 
have won but one game and tied 
another in six starts.

The game was delayed 
slightly until the field was cleared 
of cadets and students participat- 
ing in the annual Armistice day 
ceremonies.

HEINKE GAINS IN 


MAIL VOTE COUNT 


His Margin Is Given Boost as 


Ballots Being Totalled 


in First Distriiit. 


With returns from part of the 


county seats in the First congres- 
sional district on the race between 
Congressman Luckey and hia re- 
publican opponent, George Heinke, 
the report showed that Heinke 
gained 126 votes in Lancaster 
coifhty thru count of the mail vote 
and disabled voters ballots. County 
Clerk Morgan's figures, unofficial, 
showed the county prior to the 
mail vote to be 14,580 for Luckey 
and with his 208 mail ballots, giv- 
ing him a total in the county of 
14,788. 


Heinke had & total of 15,722 


without his mail vote a%U a mail 
vote of 334, making his total 
16,056, or a lead -of 1,268 votes. 
The figures -compiled" ny • County 
Clerk Morgan here are somewhat 
different from the early returns 
but would still give Heinke a lead. 
It may take an official count to 
determine the results. 


PAWNEE 
CITY. 
(UP). Con- 


gressman Luckey picked up three 
votes on George H. He"inke, Ne- 
Draska City republican, when the 
official vote, including the mail 
ballots, as tabulated for Pawnee 
county. The official total ia Heinke 
1,882, Luckey 1,552. Unofficial fig- 
ures, without the mail vote, were 
Heinke 1,836, Luckey 1,503. 


BEATRICE. (UP). George H. 


Heinke, Nebraska City, carried 
Gage county in his race against 
Congressman Luckey by 726 votes, 
the official count, which included 
the mail vote, revealed. 
Heinke 


received 5,349 votes, Luckey 4,623. 
In the unofficial county Heinke's 
lead was 666, so that the mail vote 
netted him 60 additional ballots. 
Official counts of ballots in the 
other ten counties in the First dis- 
trict for congress is expected to be 
completed Saturday or Monday.

MEXICO CITY. (UP). The Mex- 


ican 
land 
expropriation 
dispute 


with ths United States was ended 
amicably when the government de- 
livered to the United States an 
acceptance 
of proposals looking 


toward 
payment 
of 
American 


claims. 


The land question had been dor- 


mant for many years but was re- 
vived after the Mexican oil prop- 
erty expropriation with Indications 
that the United States was con- 
cerned over Mexico's practice of 
seizure 
without 
immediate 
and 


definite compensation. 


The land question was settled on 


a basis favoring American land 
owners, while Mexicans whose land 
is seized continue to receive nothing 
for their property. 


It was understood that President 


Lazaro Cardenas yielded to the 
United States proposals in order to 
maintain friendly relations, but It 
was believed in usually reliable 
sources that he will strongly refuse 
to admit any diplomatic interven- 
tion in regard to the expropriation 
of American and British oil lands. 


The lantf question which was 


directly in dispute involved some 
15 million dollars, altho that was 
only a fraction of the total seizures.

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M'CORMICK URGES ELKS 


PROTECT DEMOCRACY 


Grand Exalted Ruler Asks 


Lincoln Group to 'Re- 


dedicate' Order. 


Dr. E. J. McCormick, grand ex- 


• alted ruler of Elkdom in the 
.United States, called on members 
of the lodge here Friday night to 
"rededicate" their order to com- 
bating: "subversive activities that 
have found their way into Amer- 
ica." McCormick spoke at a din- 
ner in the Cornhusker celebrating 
the 50th anniversary of the found- 
Ing of Lincoln lodge No. 80, 
B.P.O.E. 
In a scathing denunciation of 
advocates of any other political 
philosophy except what he de- 
scribed as "American democracy," 
the Elk official asserted "there is 
no room here for the various 
'isms'." People who do not appre- 
ciate the "inalienable rights" en- 
Joyed by Americans such as free- 
dom of speech and press should 
"go back to Russia or Germany 
where they came from," the To- 
ledo doctor declared. 
To halt 
any possible swing 


toward radicalism on the part of 
the American people, McCormick 
urged the more fortunate citizens1 
to extend aid to the less fortunate. 
The argument "I am not my 
brother's keeper," he said emphat- 
ically, "is subversive and un-Amer- 
ican." 
Relief of the underprivileged, he 


added, is "not the duty of the 
federal government." It rests with 
the individual and the community, 
he said. 
After recounting various Elk 
charitable activities, McCormick 
enjoined members of the lodge that 
it Is "the duty of the Elkdom to 
preserve" the form of government 
which 
was established by the 


founding fathers. He urged that 
they not only engage in philan- 
thropy but push on into the po- 
litical field. 
'"If democracy Is to be kept In- 
tact," he went on, "the citizens 
must take an interest in good 
government." He accused success- 
ful business men, doctors and law- 
yers of being- "apathetic"' in not 
seeking elective government of- 
fices. 


Asserting he was "sick and 
tired" of seeing nazls and com- 
munists carrying on parades, in 


some of which as many as 40,000 
were marching, McCormick ap- 
provingly quoted Walter Winchell 
to the effect that if they "don't 
want to wave the American flag, 
Jet's wave them goodbye." He 
spoke after a number of short 
talks by dignitaries of the na- 
tional and local lodges.

H E R M A N N. BUNDESEN 
resident Chicago Board of Health 
Many people do not give their 
teeth good care. But occaslonaHy 
even those who see their dentist 
Regularly seem to be susceptible 
':o tooth decay or infection, and 
ose their teeth. 
When this hap- 


jens, the dentist provides a den- 
ture. 
Denture la just a "Park 


avenue" word for false or artificial 
teeth. 


So -much progress has been 
made in the perfection of artificial 
teeth that dentists can now pro- 
vide such teeth so that they are 
comfortable and useful, and at the 
same time appear natural. 


New Method. 


In recent years a method has 


been developed which makes il 
passible for a denture to be put 
into the mouth soon after the teeth 
arc extracted. 
Waiting for days 


for the plate to be adjusted to the 
mouth is not at all necessary. This 
rapid adjustment helps the patient 
to retain the normal expression of 
the, face and avoid the possibility 
of sunken cheeks and lips. 
After 
a denture hns been put in, minor 
changes and adjustments in it may 
be necessary. Then, too, * with in 
creasing age, changes go on ir 
the gums and 
mouth, so tha1 


further corrections of the dentun 
are required 


There is no good reason why t 


j denture should lead to a changt 


the person with a denture shoul 
make regular visits to the dentist 
once or twice a year, HO that th 
necessary corrections may be car 
ried out.

WHAT IS PREPAREDNESS? 
In an Armistice day message 


General Pershing, war time com- 
mander of 
American 
forces In 


France, called upon the United 
St&tea to be strong and active in 
order that *. situation such as met 
France and England recently may 
not confront us, or if it does, tha.t 
we may meet it in a 
different 


fashion. What the general clearly 
means is that the United States 
•hould increase its armed lorco*. 


The general subscribes to a view 


held by many, perhaps a great ma- 
jority, of our citizens. There are 
few If any who will counsel no 
armed forces whatever. Even the 
moat ardent pacifist will tolerate 
a defense force. The disagreement 
over preparedness and arm* grows 
out of varying views on what con- 
stitutes preparedness and under 
what circumstances force will be 
used. 


What in adequate preparedness ? 


No one seems willing to majfg a 
definite statement. Will the ships, 
guns and planes now under con- 
tract provide- an adequate force ? 
Apparently not, for the militarist* 
are pushing for larger appropria- 
tions for future use. 


Should-the army be made up of 


a half' million men? A million? 
Ten million? No expert Is foolish 
enough to be trapped into making 
a definite commitment. Th.e moat 
that can be gotten out of even 
the most outspoken is that the 
army is inadequate. 
- 


Perhaps we should seek answer 


to the question on the basin of com- 
parison. Should the United States 
match military strength with Eng- 
land ? 
Germany ? 
Russia ? 
Or 


Bhould we attempt to exceed all 
the other countries in individual 
military and naval strength ? If so, 
what of combinations of countries? 
Should we pVepare a force equal 
to that of the combined military 
establishments of Germany and 
Italy? Of Eusila, England and 
France ? 


Equaling and exceeding in size 


the military forces 
of 
a likely 


combination of European powers 
presents a problem which even the 
ardent militarist docs not like to 
face. It means the concentration 
of a great share of the nation's 
wealth and man power In a norm- 
ally unproductive enterprise. 


Even such a combination Is not 


an answer to all the 
questions 


raised In connection with defense. 


Consider 
our 
'location—3,000 


miles from Europe, 5,000 from the 
orient—our long coast line, our far 
Hung possessions, our peculiar po- 
sition on the western hemisphere 
in relation to other countries in 
this part of the world. Perhaps it 
would be best to decide what we 
hope "to defend 
before deciding 


upon a defense establishment. 


If we expect to defend only the 


continental United States, that la 
one problem. But if we expect to 
include Central and South Amer- 
ica, that is quite another. Inclus- 
ion of Hawaii In this zone of de- 
fense means the need 
of many 


ships and planes and men. 


Do we propose 
to defend the 


Philippines? To maintain the open 
door in China? Either of these 
projects will mean a cost of many 
billions In money and many thou- 


of lives. Either will demand 


& naval establishment many times 
the size of our present one, an es- 
tablishment many times the size 
of the Japanese navy which now 
rivals our*. 


Some of these things should be 


decided before we proceed too far 
In one.direction. We must estab- 
lish a standard or decide upon an 
objective, before we try to nstab- 
Itah adequate defense needs. Opin- 
ion* of expert* on these questions 
•hould be demanded and 
wel- 


comed. 


Until we get down to actual 


facu and quit talking In general 
term*, there can be no satisfactory 
arrangement of the defense pro- 
gram and no end to preparedness 
preparation*.

These displays have a de- 
pressing effect on the beholder. He 
remembers, when he sees them, if 
he remembers at all. how he voted 
for this man who went down In de- 
feat, carrying 
his own and the 


voter's hopes with him, and he re- 
members how he voted for the 
next who was elected and promptly 
forgot all the pre-election promises 
he had made. 


A telephone pole is never an in- 


spiring object. Cover It with post- 
ers, permit them to age and fade, 
to become frayed about the edges, 
discolored by rain and sunshine*, 
and the result Is a particularly un- 
attractive object. 


The candidate probably owes it 


to his supporters, win or lose, to 
remove his campaign tracks. There 
Is no excuse for making the world 
a more sordid place In which to 
live by leaving rubbish where it 
offends the eye of the traveler. 


Ordinary signs are 
sufficiently 


offensive without adding campaign 
material to the confusion.'

could see no worthwhile benefit 
In adopting a plan that was loaded 
With provisions they could nqt 
approve. 


The short ballot is desired, but 


it Is not wanted at the price 
offered. 
That was to take away 


from the people the right to choose 
important officials by their own 
votes. They did not care to make 
an administration puppet of the 
people's advocate, the attorney 
general. They did not care to in- 
trust the care of the state's fi- 
nancial affairs to an administra- 
tion servant. 


Offered as a part of the plan 


were really good features. 
Most 


people can approve the four year 
term for state official* and the 
limitation of eligibility to a single 
term. 
They could approve 
the 


feature that placed state election* 
in mid-presidential terms, thus 
separating consideration of state 
and national problems. 


There were 
other things in- 


cluded in the revision scheme to 
which voters might not object se- 
riously, and 
one other 
feature 


which probably would be beaten if 
again submitted in any form. That 
is the recall provision. 


• The voters could *eo where a 
shorter ballot might lessen the 
number of familiar names on the 
ballot, but they could not see in 
the plan possibility of elimination 
of candidates whose political vic- 
tories may depend more on names 
than personalities. 
Some other 


plan must be devised to cure this 
objection, one that is frequently 
raised both in and out of cam- 
paigns. 


There will be less serious op- 


position to the short ballot when 
it is not loaded with propositions 
that draw fire of those believing 
In a proper distribution of power 
and the maintenance of proper 
checks and balanoes. No system 
will be found perfect, but theorists 
sometimes advance new schemes 
that are less perfect than those 
they are designed to change.

Unconstitutional. 


WASHINGTON. (,p). The su- 
preme court ruled that a state 
must give "equality" in education- 
al privileges to white and Negro 
law students. 
It held that the 


University of Missouri law school 
must admit Lloyd L. Gaines, St. 
Louis Negro, as a student. 


Chief Justice Hughes delivered 
the majority opinion that 
held 


Missouri, in competing Negro law 
etudents to attend school outside 
the state, had violated the "equal 
rights" provision of the constitu- 
tion. 


Missouri provided that until a 
law school for Negroes was devel- 
oped in the state the tuition of 
Negro law students should be paid 
at universities in adjacent states. 
"The question here," Chief Jus- 


tice Hughes said, "is not of a duty 
of the state to supply legal train- 
ing, or of the quality of -the train- 
ing which it does supply, but of 
its duty when it provides such 
training to furnish it to the resi- 
dents of the state upon the basis 
of an equality of right. 
"By the operation of the laws 


of Missouri a privilege has been 
created for white law students 
which 
is 
denied to Negroes by 
reason of their race, 


"The white resident is afforded 
legal education within the slate; 
the Negro resident having the 
same qualifications is refused it 
there and must go outside the 


, state to obtain it. 


"That is a denial of the quality 


of legal right to the enjoyment of 
the privilege which the state has 
set up, and the provision for the 
payment of tuition fees in another 
state does not remove the dis- 
crimination." 


Butler, McReynolds Dissent. 
The chief justice's opinion re- 


versed a decision by the Missouri

additional and organized a sales 
force, building up a profitable 
business.

and a store opened at Fairbury 
to compete with him; that the 
company limited the price he could 
sell at but placed no limit on com- 
petitors, and sent salesmen into 
his territory to destroy hi» busi- 
ness. He said that finally in 1836 
the company refused to further 
deal with him further. Damages 
of $75,000 were asked. 
The company says that because 


of Illness and his other business 
interests Hompes' sales had fallen 
off. and that the other stores were 
opened in order thut competition 
might be adequately met. They 
denied any conspiracy and set out

OMAHA JOIN IN 


BUYING POWER FIRM 


Loup River District Head 


Suggests Nebraska Power 


Company Plan. 


OMAHA. M. Harold ramer, 
general manager 
of 
the 
Loup 


River public power district, pro- 
posed that the city of Omaha the 
Metropolitan Utilities district of 
Omaha, and the state's hydro-elec- 
tric systems join in purchasing the 
Nebraska Power company. 
KrKJamer suggested represen- 
tatives o fthe three bodies meet 
shortly after 
Jan. 1 and try to 


work out a satisfactory 
plan. 


Under the plan for purchase of 
private power utilities by the 
hydro-electrics, the Loup district 
would get the Nebraska Power 
company, the city, Kramer said, 
might buy the Omaha power sys- 
tem at the same time the hydra 
district acquires properties outside 
of Omaha. 


"If Omaha goes into a condem- 


nation fight," Kramer 
said, 
"it 
might last for five years, or per- 
haps ten years, and I he 'city in 
the end might wind up by losing. 
Tho revenue lost In such a period 
is a thing to be considered. Fw- 
thermore. I doubt if a condemna- 
tion court would fix a price any 
lower than might be arrived at by 
negotiation." 
Kramer said the hydros would 


be glad to have Omaha own its 
distribution system, 
but lie felt 


the hydros should own the Omaha 
steam plant. 
"All we ask la that the people 


of Omaha keep an open mind on 
that until we can go Into benefits 
of such an integration of generat- 
ing facilities," Kramer said. 
He suggested a conference after 
Jan. 1, because hydro officials will 
be busy until then with the plan 
to purchase the Iowa-Nebraska 
Light and Power company of Lin- 
coln. He declined to predict when 
the deal woud be closed.

for such crimes as murder, espion- 
age, forgery, bribery, larceny, em- 
bezzlement, violations of the na- 
tional prohibition act, conspiracy, 
and was a self confessed master 
crook. But he was convicted only 
twice. 


His death 
caused 
immediate 


speculation as to .he whereabouts 
of some of his ill-gotten gains for 
he was known to have swindled 
an assortment of victims out of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
None or very little of it was ever 
recovered, and, as he usually lived 
on a modest scale, many believed 
that somewhere the wiley confi- 
dence man had a fortune cached. 


Mrs. McLean never received any 
of her 5104,000. 


Means went to her with a story 


of being in touch with the Lind- 
bergh kidnapers who were willing 
to surrender the baby to him for 
$100,000. She gave him the money 
plus ?4,000 for expenses and he 
conducted a party to Aiken, S. C. 
The kidnapers didn't appear and 
he sent Mrs. McLean on a wild 
goose ohase to El Paso. Then he 
asked her for $35,000 and she 
started the proceedings 
which 


ended in his conviction in May, 
1933, when he was sentenced to 
15 years imprisonment and fined" 
510,000. 


In 1914 he was charg-ed with 


swindling an insurance company 
of $4,000. In 1917, he was handling 
the million dollar estate of Mrs. 
Maude King, a Chicago widow. 
Mrs. King was killed at a moon- 
light target shooting party in 
North 
Carolina 
and 
he 
was 
charged with murdering her. 
It 


developed that she was planning 
to marry again, that this would 
eliminate him as her "financial ad- 
visor," but he said it was an acci- 
dent and a jury in his native state 
believed him. Her lawyers charged 
later that he had looted her of a 
half million and a court ruled that 
he had forged a "second" will of 
her first husband, but nothing 
ever came of it. 
Next he wrapped a piece of 


wood in heavy brown paper, in- 
sured it for a gold brick, expressed 
it to himself, then tried to collect 
$57,000. This failed. 
Attempting 


for years to get himself appointed 
an agent of the federal depart- 
ment of justice, In 1921 he suc- 
ceeded. Two years later he pro- 
vided a major scandal of the 
Harding administration. It devel- 
oped he and his accomplices ac- 
cepted bribes totaling 
$65,000. 
They 
had 
opened 
government 


warehouses to bootleggers, profit- 
Ing $100,000 thereby. They had 
shaken down a Chicago bootleg- 
ger for $75,000, and they 
at- 


tempted to bribe four of his high 
superiors. For this, he served four 


year* in Atlanta federal peniten- 
tiary. 


Released In 1928, in 1930 pub- 
lished his book, "The 
Strange 


Death of President Harding" in 
which he inferred that Harding: 
had been poisoned. He became a 
violent 
an ti communist 
and 
au- 
thorities next found him in a lu- 
crative job "protecting" a wealthy 
New York society woman and her 
daughter from "red agents," for 
$100,000. 


Means served for several years 
as an agent of the Burns agency 
and was rated'as one of the most 
brilliant detectives of his day. He 
claimed to have served Germany 
as an espionage agent during the 
World war. receiving $1,000 a 
week and many thousands in bon- 
uses for tying up munitions plants 
working for the allies. 
In 1936, he tried to smuggle a 
letter out of Leavenworth prison 
"confessing" 
that he 
originated 


the 
Lindbergh plot. 
This 
was 
taken as a scheme to get out of 
prison and he was disciplined. 


His wife, faithful to him thru 


it all, came to be with him dur- 
ing his Illness. She claimed the 
body. It will be returned to the 
family home in Concord, N. C., for 
funeral services and burial.

TRY AGAIN. 


In considering the results of the 


referendum conducted thruout the 
couth 
l»»t week, agricultural de- 


partment officials are 
perhaps 


over optimistic. 
While 
the de- 


partment did win control over cot- 
top, the largest and mo«t valuable 
•outhern crop, It lo»t In the case 
of 
tobacco, 
another 
Important 


crop and in that of rice. Majorltes 
favored control in all cases out a 
two-thirds majority was needed 
and only In the case of cotton did 
the control proposition win. 


The problem of cotton, which 


was thus turned over to the ag- 
ricultural department, is the most 
difficult of the three. There is a 
domestic 
market for the rice 


grown In this country and tobacco 
Is largely consumed at home. But 
cotton Is a crop that depends on 
the export market. It Is produced 
in quantities much larger than pie 
country can absorb. 


Not only Is the annual produc- 


tion, even In short yean, In excess 
of domestic needs but there exists 
a huge surplus with which the gov- 
ernment ii struggling. 


There Is no possibility of curb- 


ing production to fit 
domestic 


needs wlthov*. bringing economic 
ruin to the south and to the entire 
agricultural Industry of the coun- 
try If the south turns more gener- 
ally to crops now produced else- 
where, com and cattle, for In- 
stance. 


The cotton growing industry Is 


unable to cope with the problem 
that confronts it. That fact must 
be quite generally realised as Indi- 
ceitd by th« vote. ;There Is some 
dissatisfaction with past programs, 
also Indicated by the vote, but 
many who might not like what 
has been done, realise that a uni- 
fied approach to the problem <a 
necessary and voted for transfer 
of control to the department. 


The "victory" Is not a very sat- 


isfying one. The department wins 
the right to tackle a problem 
In which It ha* not experienced 
any success in the past. It has re- 
' cetved a mandate to go ahesd And 
again try to bring About a solution 
to the aouth's most troublesome 
problem. *

KEOEGANIZATION. 


It would appear from press dis- 


>atches from Washington that Ne- 
braska's

'the president will have to step on 
. lot of toes. He will have to step 
in the bureaus themselves, and 
n the members of congress who 
ave pet bureaus." That Is equiva- 
ent to saying that the president 
hould have a free hand in the 
matter of reorganization. It was 


icause of that demand of the ad- 


ministration that the reorganiza- 
ion move was defeated in the last 
ongress. 


Senator McNary of Oregon says 
nat "everyone Is for reorganiza- 
ion if It will promote the effl- 
iency of government and reduce 
ic cost thereof. Everyone is wili- 
ng to give a president power to 
bolish offices and bureaus, and 
ranafer and amalgamate the func- 
ons of bureaus. But, in my opln- 
on, the 
majority 
of 
congress 


wants to have some control over 
rbltrary decisions of the presl- 
ent." 
One of the obstacles to the pres- 


dent's plan being approved by the 
ast congress was his Insistence 
hat the office of comptroller gen- 
ral be abolished and the work 
laced In charge of the executive 
epartment. The opposition 
to 


hat feature of the bill was nutri- 
ent to defeat it. There were other 
eatures not approved, and in the 
nd the administration failed in 
.s objective. That objective seems 
o have been to give the president 
bsolute power to 
reorganise, 


bolish or establish such bureaus 
as he desires. 
Congress, it ap- 


peared, desired to retain the right 
o veto arbitrary decisions. 


Reorganisation of the cumber- 


some government machine: la very 
ecessary. 
It was proposed by 


"resident Hoover, but his plan was 
not approved. It has again been 
iroposed by President Roosevelt 
and many objections will be found 
o what the president desires. 
tomt reorganlnuion which will 
bring about economy and 
effl- 


lency must be brought about. In 
bringing it about, however, nec- 


iry safeguards must not be neg- 


ected or overlooked. 


TM« AIIMT IN PANTS. 


It taxes the Imagination a bit 


but under war department regula- 
tions, the army, including thi in 
fantry, Is to wear pants on all oc- 
casions except when tramping thru 
burr patches. The familiar boots 
and breeches or leggings 
and 


breeches will be used, 
hereafter 


only by horsemen. It all leaves us 
a bit confused. 


Originally breeches were adaptec 


by horsemen as being suitable ap 
parel for that pursuit. Boots, into 
which the breeches' legs might be 
tucked, or leggings to cover the 
strip of bare calf between breeches' 
bottom and shoe top, seemed suit- 
able footwear for a costume of this 
kind. 


But when the army took over 


boots and breeches, 
more boots 


were worn by foot soldiers an< 
more breeches by walkers than 
were worn by cavalry men am 
riders. Boots and breeches became 
so common among nonrldcrs tha 
many of us forgot that they migh 
serve the purposes of anyone else 
The same went for spurs. Spu 
were worn because they gave the 
boot something, a bit of dash, o 
verve.

Weakness of the legs, especially 
after exertion. 
Palpitation 
and 
shortness of breath with slight ef- 
fort. Pain, odd sensations numb- 
ness or tinglings In the legs, per- 
mps peculiar difficulty in moving 
the legs at time, or noticeable and 
unusual awkwardness 
in certain 


movements.

Health Talks

Most persons have heard about 
asthma. It is a disorder which 
often 
makes 
life miserable for 
those who have it, as well as those 
in the family who have to hear 
about it. Yet, the disease in itself 
may not be serious or dangerous 
to life. In asthma, there is a 
spasm of the little tubes in the 
lungs, 
known 
as 
the 
bronchi 


(brong'ki). This results in such 
symptoms as shortness of breath, 
wheezing and coughing. The at- 
tacks may occur aa often as every 
day. 


It is believed that this disorder 
is due to allergy. That is, the per- 
son is over-sensitive to something 
which he eats or breathes in, or to 
substances formed in the body as 
a result of infection. 
Various treatments have been 


used for asthma. Sometimes it is 
possible to find the substances to 
which the person is sensitive. By 
keeping him from eating the foods 
\vhich cause the trouble or from 
breathing in the dust or pollen 
which brings on the attacks, or 
by clearing up infections, the 
number of attacks may be de- 
creased. 


Drugs Helpful. 


In some cases, the use of such 
drugs as ephedrine (ef'ed-rin) or 
epinephrine 
(ep-e-nef rin) 
may 


also be employed to lessen the se- 
verity of the attacks. 
Several years ago, the treat- 
ment of asthma with Injections 
into the trachea (tra'ke-ah) or 
windpipe of iodized oil was sug- 
gested by Dr. M. J. Mandelbaum 
of New York. Dr. J. F. Alison of 
Selma, Ala., hag recently treated 
103 patients by this method. The 


V oil is put into the windpipe with 
an instrument which reaches into 
the lower part of the throat. In 
order to use this instrument, a 
local anesthetic, a substance to 
deaden pain, is given, using a 
syringe with a long nozzle so that 
the local anesthetic may reach the 
voice box or larynx (lar'inks), and 
the trachea (tra'ke-ah). 
The solution used is an oil which 
contains an 
iodine preparation. 


Most patients are not disturbed 
by the treatment. 
Of the 103 patients treated by 
Dr. Alison, severe reactions oc- 
curred in two; one in a man of 40 
who was sensitive to iodine, and 
the other in a woman who was 
sensitive to peanuts. In the latter 
case the iodine preparation had 
been 
disolvcd 
in 
peanut oil. 
Neither of the cases was fata!, but 
the reactions were very severe. 
Somewhat more than one-fifth 


of the patients were entirely re- 
lieved of their asthmatic symp- 
toms. A few have had no recur- 
rences of asthma; others have had 
occasional mild attacks, but none 
of these were very severe. Thirty 
percent, or about one-third of the 
patients, were markedly relieved 
but continued to have occasional 
mild attacks. 
Another third dl-t 


not seem affected by the use of 
the oil ami continued to havo the 
attacks. About onc-trnth continued 
to have attacks, but in much 
milder form.

Declarer did not make the mistake 


of using the hold-up play. He rea- 
soned as follows: West could not have 
the K Q J of diamonds because, with 
that combination, he would have led 
the king, not a low card. East, then, 
was marked with at least one dia- 
mond honor. If the diamond suit 
were split 4-3, It did not matter 
whether declarer played dummy's ace 
or ten, because the defenders could 
take only three diamond tricks and 
the heart ace. If. however. East had 
the aforementioned diamond honor 
and only one other diamond [which 
would place West with an original 
holding of five diamonds] it would be 
vital to play dummy's diamond ace. 
The heart ace then could be knocked 
out and declarer would not have to 
fear the diamond suit. If East had 
the heart ace he would have only one 
diamond, the honor, left in his hand. 
If West had the heart ace he could 
lead another diamond to East's honor, 
but would be unable to regain the 
lead. If West, on winning with the 
see, chose to lay down a high dia- 
mond honor, he would drop his part- 
ner's honor and establish declarer's 
nine .spot as another stopper. 


On this sound reasoning, declarer 


went right up with dummy's ace and 
had no difficulty thereafter in fulfill- 
ing his contract.

Country club. "Henry's a once-in- 
a-generation fighter. You won't see 
another one like him, and neither 
vlll I. I've been fighting 20 years, 
and he's the best I ever saw. He 
can stay, he can take it, he can 
box, and he can knock your head 
off. 
That's all you can ever ask 


of a fighter." 


Knowing McLarnin to be only 30 
or thereabouts, I questioned his 
statement that he had been fight- 
ng 20 years. 


Started at Ten. 


"Yes, I've been fighting 20 
years," he said. "Started when I 
was 10. And I'm telling you the 
.ruth when I tell you that of all 
the 125 fights I had, the toughest 
was the first one. That one was 
a long time ago, but I still re- 
member it." 


As he walked along, Jimmy told 
me about thatt fight 
It was in 
Vancouver, at Rough House Char- 
ey'a 
Second 
Division 
Athletic 
club. 
Ten years old, and weigh- 
ng but 65 pounds, he walked two 
miles to the club and fought a four 
rounder with CJarence Robinson. 
"Clarence liked to have killed 
me," Jimmy said. "I was up and 
down, up and down. I remember 
when it was all over I was afraid 
to walk home, because I had to 
cross over a dark bridge. 
So I 
asked Rough House Charley for 
carfare—6 cents. He gave me a 
dollar, and all the thousands of 
dollars I made in later years never 
did seem as big as that bill Char- 
ley handed me." 


It was hard to believe, looking 
at the McLarnin of today, that he 
went thru 125 fights against the 
loughest boys in several classes, 
ttot a mark on him of any sort. A 
smooth baby face, untouched ears, 
a clear, normal voice, and a mind 
unclouded by punches. Now, com- 
tortamly retired, and with golf as 
his only sport, he doesn't regret 
tns fighting clays, but he's glad 
they are finished. 


It's a Tough Business. 


It's a tough
